BOSTON, Sept. 22 tAP)— 
President Eisenhower declared 
last night that no sacrifice—no 
tax, for example—is too burden- | 
some for Americans determined | 
to thwart “enemies of freedom | 
equipped with the most terrible | 
weapons of destruction.” 

Opening a Republican drive to | 
hold control of Congress in the 
1954 elections, the President got 
a round of applause in making 
that statement at a $100-a-plate 
party rally in Boston Garden. 


He said that in this age of 
peril “the security of our whole 
nation—the preservation of our 
free system—must direct every 
thought and every decision.”

Then he declared: | 
the enemies of | 


“We know 
freedom to be equipped with the 
most terrible weapons of de- 
struction. We know, then, that 
we can meet them with only 
one answer: There is no sacri- 
fice—no labor, no tax, no serv- 
ice—too hard for us to bear to 
support a logical and necessary 
defense of our freedom.” 

Speculation on New Tax. 


His remark touched off specu- | 


lation that the White House 
may he thinking about a new 


tax to help meet the Russian hy- , 


drogen bomb threat. There has 
been speculation the Adminis- 
tration might ask Congress to 
approve a national sales tax. 
House Speaker Joseph W. 
Martin of Massachusetts told 
the same rally of New England 
Republicans, however, “it is 
universally agreed that next 
January there wili be a reduc- 
tiom in personal income taxes 


and the excess profits tax will | 


be eliminated.” 

The President made no men- 
tion of those tax cuts, which will 
be automatic as the law stands 
now, 

It was the first time he had 
anything to say publicly about 
“terrible weapons of destruc- 
tion” since Russia announced 
last month that it had exploded 
a hydrogen bomb. The United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion confirmed it had detected 
a Russian atomic explosion 


which included hydrogen reac: | 


tions. 

Eisenhower's speech was car- 
ried by nationwide television 
and radio networks. He spoke 
to a crowd of about 5000 per- 
sons in the Garden and dinner 
committee officials said 4700 
purchased $100 tickets.

PRESIDENT URGES 


POLICIES SOUND 


FOR EVERYBODY 


Tells ‘Convention Prob- 
lem Will Be Solved 
Through Co-operation 
and Consultation by 
All Groups in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP) 
President Eisenhower urged the 
American Bankers Association 
today to seek policies that are 
“sound for all Americans—not 
for just one class, group or seg- 
ment, but for all.” 

The President received a 
tremendous ovation from the 
3800. bankers and their wives 
who filled Constitution Hall for 
his brief message of welcome to 
their convention. 

He thanked them for “splen- 
did work in helping to sell and 
distribute the Government’s sav- 
ings bonds to all people.” 

“With more than 40,000,000 
people owning more than 50 
billion dollars worth of bonds, 
we know there is still an incen- 
tive and a determination to save 
-—ah incentive that is respon- 
sible for so many good things 
we enjoy,” Eisenhower said. 

“Your coming here brings to 
Government a great opportun- 
ity for co-operative work in the 
field of soundness of money, its 
circulation and its use,” Eisen- 
hower said. 

Hasn’t All the Answers. 

The President said his Ad- 
ministration is not one “that 
thinks it has all the answers, or 
sits in an ivory tower of lonely 
isolation giving words or wisdom 
and orders which everyone must 
obey.” 

“We are here not only to do 
our duty in Government but to 
learn,” he said. “Through meet- 
— such as yours we learn a 
ot.” 

The nation’s problems, he 
went on, “are going to be solved 
only as each and all segments 
meet with each other, consult 
with each other, and arrive at 

truly American solutions— 
answers that are sound for all 
Americans, not for just one class, 
group or segment, but for all.”

LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP)—The 
Premier of the Georgian Soviet 
Republic—homeland of Joseph 
Stalin and ousted Red police 
boss Lavrenty P. Beria—was 
added today to the growing list 
of Soviet purge victims. The 
first secretary of the republic’s 
Communist party also was fired. 

The government radio in the 
republic’s capital, Tiflis (Tbilisi), 
announced that Premier B. M. 
Bakhradze had been replaced by 
G. D. Javakhishvili and that A. 
T. Mirtshkulava had been dis- 
missed as party secretary. 

(The United Press said the 
Tiflis radio reported that nine 
other top leaders of the party in 
Georgia also were reported dis- 
missed.) 

It was the second shakeup in 
the Georgian republic in three 
months and part of a continuing 
Kremlin purge of the subordi- 
nate republic governments be- 
gun after Beria’s arrest was an- 
nounced last June. 

That the Kremlin apparently 
considered the change of great 
importance was indicated by the 
broadcast’s note that ‘‘Comrade 
Shatalin, secretary of the cen- 
tral committee of the VU.S.S.R. 
Communist party took part in 
the work of the Georgian ple- 
nary session” at which the Pre- 
mier was ousted. 

The broadcast said the work of 
the Council of Ministers, which 
Bakhradze headed, and of the 
party bureau headed by Merku- 
lava had been “unsatisfactory.” 
It also quoted criticism of those 
two bodies by the Georgian 
newspaper Zarya Vostoka, which 
charged they failed to carry out 
orders from superiors. 

Vladimir G. Dekanozov, min- 
ister of internal affairs of Geor- 
gia, was thrown out of the Com- 
munist party in July on charges 
of being an assistant of Beria. 

The principal accuser at the 
meeting which ousted Dekanozov 
was Bakhradze. 

It was obvious from the an-

COMMUNISTS SAY 
2 YANKS REFUSE 
REPATRIATION 


One Briton, 300 Koreans 
Also on Red List to 
Be Turned Over to 
Indian Troops. 


PANMUNJOM, Sept. 22 (AP) 
—The Communists said today at 
least 20 Americans, one Briton 
and more than 300 Koreans re- 
fused repatriation in the Ko- 
rean prisoner exchange. They 
are scheduled to be turned over 
Thursday to Indian custodial 
troops. 

A Red correspondent, Wilfred 
Burchett of the Paris ]’Human- 
ite, unofficially put the number 
at 23 Americans, one Briton and 
335 South Koreans. Burchett 
said they are being held in an 
unguarded camp at Kaesong. 

By terms of the armistice, re- 
luctant P.O.W.s will be held 90 
days in the demilitarized zone 
while interviewers try to per- 
suade them to change their 
minds about going home. 

Answering a United Nations 
Command request for a break- 
down by nationality of captives 
they claim refused repatriation, 
the Reds reported to @ joint sec- 
retariat session of the Military 
Armistice Commission that 
“more than 300 are Koreans. 
Over 20 are non-Koreans, of 
which all are American except 
one British.” 

Although in round numbers, 
this report by Ju Yon, North 
Korean representative, was the 
most detailed breakdown of un- 
repatriated Allied P.O.W.s the 
Reds so far have provided. 

Americans returned in the ex- 
change have told of fellow pris- 
oners who elected to stay be- 
hind. 

Burchett said the Americans 
at Kaesong had a dog mascot 
which they had named “Non 
Repat.” 

The 300-plus captives the 
Communists say refused repatri- 
ation would just begin to ac- 
count for more than 900 Ameri- 
cans and 2500 other Allied sgol- 
diers whose whereabouts the 
U.N. Command has demanded of 
the Reds. 

The Allies Monday rejected 
as “totally unsatisfactory and 
unacceptable a Communist pre- 
liminary report that most of 
these 3400 men believed missing 
were “never captured.” The Red 
report said of the 3400 that 519 
already have been returned to 
the Allies; 380 were previously 
accounted for as “released at 
the front, escaped or dead; some 
[or the repatriation, but most 


of them have never been cap- 
tured at all.” 

| Delivery by the Allies of 22,- 
605 Chinese and North Koreans 
refusing to rejoin the Reds will 
end officially Wednesday when 
1098 sick and wounded anti- 
Communists are brought to the 
demilitarized zone.

City Revenue Up $4,- 
459,237 in 5-Month 
Period—Expenditures 


Rose $379,452.

While municipal expenditures 
in the first five months of the 
current fiscal year ending Sept. 
7 were up $379,452 over the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year, city revenue also in- 
creased in that period by $4.- 
459,237, thanks largely to the 


earnings tax, it was announced 
yesterday. ‘ 


A report by Comptroller Mil- 
ton Carpenter showed that for 
the first five months of opera- 
tions, the city was living within 
its budget, but he pointed out, 
seasonal activities keep expen- 
ditures from being at a uniform 
rate throughout the year. 

The earnings tax revenue in 
the first five months totaled 
$3,500,000. This tax was not 
collected in the comparable 
period of the previous vear. 


A deficit of about $4,000,000, © 


with which the city began this 
year's operations, is expected to 
be wiped out by the yield from 
the earnings tax. However, the 
levy cannot be collected beyond 
April 1 unless a special session 
of the Legislature is called and 
authorizes its continuance. 

A decrease of $57,230 from the 
$601,325 collected in cigarette 
taxes in the first five months of 
the 1952-53 fiscal year was in- 
terpreted by Carpenter as evi- 
dence of the widespread use of 
counterfeit tax stamps here. 
City Counselor Samuel H. Liber- 
man charges that one firm, the 
Twin City Distributing Co., has 
defrauded the city of $425,000 
in cigarette taxes since Jan. 1, 
1952. He has filed suit to col- 
lect this amount plus penalties. 

Liquor Licenses Down. | 

Liquor licenses were down 
$22,900 or almost 7 per cent 
from the previous year while the 
tax on admissions to. sports 
events showed a drop of $25,414 
or about 26 per cent. Theater 
admission taxes were off about | 
22 per cent. | 

On the higher side were gaso- 
line taxes, the 5 per cent taxes 
on gross receipts by Laclede | 
Gas Co. and the franchise taxes | 
paid by the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., Union Electric Co. | 
and Southwestern Bell Tele- | 
phone Co, 

Among the expenditures, in- | 
creases were registered by sewer | 
maintenance, $42,730; fire de- | 
partment, $124,303; police pen- 
sion fund, $99,980; city hospital, 
$86.558, and maintenance of 
parks and playgrounds, $30.639. 

Smaller outlays were recorded 
for election and_ registration, 
$247,843: bituminous pavement 
section, $15,517; judgments, $34.- 
697: firemen's retirement sys- 
tem, $22,528: police department, 
$23.622, and Koch Hospital, 
$19,360.

LEGLESS MAN ACCUSED 
OF STABBING STEPFATHER 


Arel Gordien, a laborer, 1220 
Russell boulevard, suffered a 
severe stab wound of the throat 
last night when his stepson, 
Gilbert Boshers, attacked him 
with a small dagger, police re- 
ported. 

Gordien, 63 years old, and 
his wife told police they had 
retired and were talking when 
Boshers, 41 years old, who has 
had both legs amputated, crawled 
into the bedroom and stabbed 
Gordien.

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The Slugging of Arcel. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 22. 
T 54, Ray Arcel has lived 
all his adult years in the 
fight industry, a man of 
honor, integrity, dignity and 
grace ‘in a field that is not es- 
pecially noted for those quali- 
ties. You could draw a seine 
through a cathedral without 
turning up a finer or more 
honorable man in any field. 

Today Ray is in the Massa- 
chusetts Memorial Hospital in 
Boston. He was slugged with 
an iron pipe Saturday night 
in front of the Boston Garden, 
where he was running one of 
the regular weekly fight 
shows which he arranges for 
television. 

The first shocking an- 
nouncement was that his con- 
dition was critical. Then came 
the welcome news that he was 
mending satisfactorily and 
probably would be discharged 
in a week. 

He said he did not know 
who slugged him, nor why. 
That is unfortunate. If the 
identity of his assailant were 
known, there would hardly be 
enough iron pipe available to 
equip the army of Ray’s 
friends who would compete 
for the privilege of applying 
punitive measures. 


Decency and Iron Pipe. | 

ARRING discovery of the | 
Biaknown facts, it probably 

will be assumed that the 
slugging was done by sonie- 
body who had lost a bet on 
one of Ray’s matches. It is dif- 
ficult to believe, however, that 
anybody who knew Ray well 
enough to identify him on the 
street could have considered 
him capable of a doublecross. 

Still, a man who considers 
an iron pipe the proper in- 
strument for settling disagree- 
ments is not fikely to be dis- 
tinguished either for his judg- 
ment of character or the clar- 
ity of his reasoning. A man 
who bludgeons another from 
behind and then runs is. no 
noted authority on human 
decency. 

There are men in the box- 
{ng business to whom iron 
pipes, guns, knives and black- 
jacks represent normal occu- 
pational haazrds. Such men, 
however, have nothing in com- 
mon with Ray Arcel as his 
friends know him. 

Most people in boxing like 
and respect Ray, but of course 
there are some who do not be- 
gause there are some who are 
not irresistibly attracted by 
$guch qualities as gentility and 
integrity. And Ray, a gentle- 
man, does not affect a halo for 
street wear. In the ordinary 
course of business he has his 
disputes and disagreements 
and has been known to lose 
his temper.

HERE was one such occa- 
T sion when Ray, who is not 

habitually given to loose 
and intemperate speech, but 
so exercised that he indulged 
in shocking language. It 
came about during an argu- 
ment regarding the gloves to 
‘be used in a match and Ray, 
feeling that his man was be- 
ang discriminated against, 
grew livid and incoherent in 
his rage. 

“You!” he gasped, pointing 
a shaking finger at the nose 
of the other party to the argu- 
ment, “‘you—you’re—you're a 
detriment to boxing!” 

From his lips, this was chill- 
ing profanity. 

Inordinary conversation Ray 
speaks quietly and earnestly, 
though with considerable hu- 
mor. He has been around so 
long and has worked with so 
many boxers, managers and 
promoters .as matchmaker, 
trainer and second, that his 
fund of anecdotes is great, yet

BRITISH JET GOAL: 
LONDON TO U.S. IN 
PACE WITH THE SUN 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
British Overseas Airways Corp. 
is planning a fleet of long-range 
passenger superjets to cross the 
Atlantic in pace with the sun— 
arriving in New York at the 
same time by the clock as they 
leave London. 

Sir Miles Thomas, B.O.A.C. | 
chairman, explained in his an- | 
nual report today that this will | 
be the “third phase” in Britain's | 
bid for world air supremacy. 

To do it, the jet airliner of the 
future would have to fly the 
3443 miles from New York to, 
London in five hours—the time | 
difference between the two cap- | 
itals—at a near-supersonic speed | 
of 690 miles an hour. Such 
speeds already have been ap- 
proached. A United States Air 
Force B-47 jet bomber flew 
from Limestone, Me., 2925 miles 
across the Atlantic to England 
in four hours and 45 minutes for 
an average of 615 miles an hour. 

At present. B.O.A.C. piston- 
engine liners fly from New York 
to London in just under 13 
hours averaging around 270 
miles an hour.

IKE a spring freshet after

PARIS. 
a long freeze, western Europe 


is bubbling and struggling with new ideas and new forces in 
this seventh summer of the cold war. The ice of misery, 
devastation and helplessness is thawing. 


Convulsions in the 


Soviet empire coincide with a rising tide of European assertive- 


ness and an ebbing tide of American influence. 


the air. 


In the short time I spent in 
Western Europe, East Germany 
was rocked by revolt, Lavrenti 
Beria was eliminated in Russia, 
France and Italy grappled with 
political crises, and our own 
Government decided to wind up 
the foreign-aid program. Events, 
not always of our own making, 
were hurrying history; which 
way, few could predict. 

From Italy, reborn since my 
last visit in the muddy, bloody 
winter of 1943, I went to Vienna, 
the Western world’s best listen- 
ing post in Central Europe; then 
to Berlin, springing out of its 
ruins, for a closer look at both 
s'des of the Iron Curtain; to 
Eonn and West Germany, and fi- 
nally to Paris, where political 
refinement and controversy are 
en intricate art and where I 
envied the thousands of Amer- 
icans who were there just to see 
the sights and have a good time 
in this loveliest of cities. 


Multitude of Problems. 
Even more than Asia and the 
Middle East, Europe is flounder- 
ing in a multitude of problems 
and ringing with discordant 
voices. And I cannot hope in 
this brief space to report all I 
heard and felt and saw. But I 
can at least try to round up some 
conclusions and answer in broad 
strokes some questions which 
recur in every conversation — 
questions which deeply concern 
this convalescing continent and 
which directly affect every 
American who pays taxes, gets 

drafted or prays for peace. 
First, some conclusions: 


’ Paradoxically, there seems to 


be far more fear of Commu- 
nism in our powerful and 
prosperous United States than 
in Europe—where your neigh- 
bor often votes Communist 
and Soviet legions are just 
over the horizon. But don’t 
mistake this attitude for indif- 
ference or ignorance. The 
stoic Europeans have no use 
for Soviet tyranny. They have 
suffered from tyranny. and 
war more acutely than we 
Americans. But the European 
seems to me to be sick of 
fear. And he is painfully 
bewildered by the repression 
and confusion now creeping 
across the United States, 
which for seven years has been 
exhorting and helping him to 
stand firm and fearless. The 
book-burning burlesque didn’t 
amuse him. It was too remi- 
niscent of the Nazis and Fas- 
cists. 

I was also impressed by the 

rebirth of a self-assertive na- 
tionalism in Western Europe. 
I saw this powerful elemental 
force at work in the new nations 
of Asia, and it is natural, I sup- 
pose, that proud and convales- 
ccnt Europe should begin to as- 
sert itself. But I was surprised 
to discover that it is not uncom- 
mon for polticians to accuse op- 
ponents of being too subservient 
to the United States. 
- Europe’s growing independ- 
ence should not be confused 
with anti-Americanism or even 
neutralism. Both exist, to be 
sure, but you have a feeling that 
this pride and patriotism are 
not just negative factors but 
symptoms of more robust na- 
tional health. At all events, this 
new nationalism can be neither 
ignored nor discounted. And 
if the roles were reversed, we 
Americans would be acting 
much the same way and de- 
nouncing every sign of “for- 
ign” interference or influence. 
Indeed, we do anyway! 

One of the by-products of that 
trend is parliamentary weakness 
and indecisive majorities for 
the governments with whom we 
have successfully worked in the 
past few years. The postwar 
constitutions in France and 
Italy, for example, seem to have 
been drafted in fear of a strong 
executive, and the resulting con- 
stitutional weakness has been 
aggravated by bolder opposition 
to government policies, as the 
sobering and unifying fear of 
Communism recedes. The fa- 
miliar “time for a change” 
spirit is growing. 

Much State Enterprise. 

Another characteristic of the 
new Europe which is not fully 
understood at home is the lim- 
ited scope of private enterprise 
and free competition, as we un- 
derstand these phrases. A scar- 
city economy of limited produc- 
tion, high prices and low wages 
still prevails for the most part. 
And the extent of state enter- 
prise. even under the most con- 
servative governments, surprises 
many Americans, espetially 
those concerned about “creep- 
ing socialism” in the United 
States. 

The explanation, of course, is 
that government investment was 
the only practical means of eco- 
nomic reeovery after the war 
when private capital fled from 
uncertainty or was insufficient. 

Socialism in Europe in 
one form or another is here te 
stay. Coasider Italy.. The re- 
covery kas been phenomenal: 
Inflation has been contained, 
the currency is stable, produc- 
tion is way above prewar, and 


Change is in 


the dreadful ravages have 
been repaired. Yet 2,000,000 
Italians are chronically unem- 
ployed, the disparity between 
rich and poor is still enor- 
mous, and, in June, nearly 40 
per cent of the electorate vot- 
ed for some kind of socialism. 
It is freely predicted that, 
without a more effective pro- 
gram of social betterment, ex- 
tremism will wreck the pres- 
ent shaky center government. 
In Austria, where United 


States aid has helped create an 
industrial base that did not ex- 
ist before, production is up a 
third over prewar, food is plen- 
tiful, and there is little extreme 
wealth or poverty. But half of 
industry is nationalized, and the 
violently anti-Communist Social- 
ists polled the largest popular 
vote in February. 

In West Berlin, rising like the 
phoenix from grim miles of rub- 
ble, the municipal government 
is headed by a Socialist—hearty 
and vigorous Mayor Ernst Reu- 
ter. And in West Germany, the 
Socialists confidently predict 


that they will take over the gov- | 


ernment when Germany is uni- 
fied. 


Whatever the political fu- 
ture of Germany, one thing is 
certain: In the historic June 

‘uprising, the workers of East 
Germany (and I talked with 
many who escaped to West 
Berlin), were rebelling against 
foreign Soviet exploitation and 
their Communist puppet rul- 
ers. It was a nationalist Ger- 
man revolt and not an en- 
dorsement of the Adenauer 
government, European federa- 
tion or United States policy— 
and if we interpret it that way, 
we may be sadly disillusioned. 

As for France, let me just cite 
the report of a group of Catholic 
bishops who recently investigat- 
ed the causes of social unrest in 
this rich but mismanaged coun- 
try. They pointed out that work- 
ers’ wages are proportionately 
lower than before the war (even 
though national income has gone 
up), that the workers have al- 
ways had to us force to improve 
their lot and that most are con- 
vinced they are the victims of 
organized injustice. If Ameri- 
cans knew how French indus- 
trial and white-collar workers 
live we would not be surprised 
that so many vote Communist in 
protest against a continuing 
struggle to make ends meet. 

I state all these generaliza- 
tions about Western Europe, not 
because they are original obser- 
vations of mine, but because it 
is well for us Americans to un- 
derstand what is happening this 
summer when the familiar pat- 
tern of the long cold war seems 
to be changing. For important 
decisions affecting our relations 
with Europe and the Russians 
are in the offing: the fate of the 
European army, the unification 
and future orientation of Ger- 
many, European political feder- 
ation, the Indochina war and the 
Austrian peace treaty—to men- 
tion only a few urgent problems 
whose solution will bear heavily 
on the shape of things to come. 

Understanding Needed. 

Impatience and irritation are 

often spawned by ignorance or 


misunderstanding; and the intri- | 


cacies of European politics are 
hard enough for an American to 
understand and evaluate abroad, 
let alone at home. Nationalism, 
pride, socialism, ancient grudges 
and a variety of philosophical 
attitudes will condition much of 
Europe's thinking about these 
decisions. The cold war is not 
over. Good relations with our 
European allies are still vital to 
our mutual security. They will 
be cultivated neither by dollars 
nor by dictation— but only by 
understanding and patience. 

Western Europe gave me the 
impression that I had just seen 
a man rising from a sick bed, 
flexing his muscles and arguing 
with the doctor. I was glad that 
the patient was feeling so much 
better. 


Building of 7 Posts 
Toughest Job for 
Engineers Since 
Panama Canal. 


Writer of the following arti- 
cle, fourth of a series, has 
just completed a tour of the 
United States Air Force's 
Northeastern Command de- 
fense system.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22. 

ITH the activation of the 
W nortneast Command in Oc- 

tober 1950 the Army Engi- 
neers received what they con- 
sider to have been their tough- 
est assignment since the build- 
ing of the Panama Canal. Funds 
were made available in Decem- 
ber and they were required to 
build new or reconstruct seven 
Far North and Arctic bases in 
Canada, Greenland and Iceland 
for operational use by the end 
‘of the summer of 1951. 
Altogether about $700,000,000 
was appropriated for these bases 
and approximately $380,000,000 
will be in place by the end of 
this summer. At every base in- 
volved—Harmon in Newfound- 
land, Goose Bay in Labrador, 
Frobisher on Baffin island, Nar- 
sarssuak, Sondrestrom and 
Thule, Greenland, and Reykja- 
vik, Iceland—all the essential fa- 
cilities for air operations were 
completed: on schedule. 
The.summers of 1952 and 1953 
saw sUbstantial completion of ad- 
ditional facilities to make living 
possible, to provide maintenance 
for aircraft throughout the year 
and the installation of weather, 
navigation, communication and 
radar facilities. 

Joint Operation. 
The job was not one for the 
Army Engineers alone. Civilian 
contractors with experience 
gained in World War II in the 
Far North accomplished the ac-

Strong Words at Boston 


President Eisenhower's address in Boston, in 
anticipation of the 100th anniversary of the 
founding of the Republican party, was prima- 
rily political, as an address for such a purpose 
may properly be. But it was not solely political 
and those portions which were not partisan in 
nature give the speech its significance. 

Taking his first notice of the Russian an- 
nouncement of the explosion by the Soviet 
Union of a hydrogen bomb—an announcement 
confirmed by our own Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion—the President said: 


The supreme belief of our society is in 
the dignity and freedom of the individual. 
To the respect of that dignity, to the defense 
of that freedom, all effort is pledged. 


This is no mere academic assertion. This 
sovereign ideal uncompromisingly decrees 
that, in this age of peril, the security of our 
whole nation—the preservation of our free 
system — must direct every thought and 
every decision. 


We know the enemies of freedom to be 
equipped with the most terrible weapons 
of destruction. We know, then, that we can 
meet them with only one answer: There is 
no sacrifice—no labor, no tax, no service— 
too hard for us to bear to support a logical 
and necessary defense of our freedom. 

The Post-Dispatch believes unreservedly in 
every word in these paragraphs from the Presi- 
dent’s Boston address. Moreover, we are confi- 
dent that for them he has the support. of the 
vast majority of American citizens. The dignity 
and freedom of the individual citizen are our 
first concern as well as our final responsibility. 
To protect him and his rights in an age of new 
devices for human extermination, no demand is 
too great. We will pay the cost whatever it is. 


A statement so strong is bound to be read and 
reread for its implications as to policy in the 
coming session of Congress. For not only did 
the President say that “no tax . . . is too hard 
for us to bear,” but he made no reference to 
the income tax and excess profits tax cuts now 
scheduled to. begin Jan. 1. He did not say that 
he had changed his mind as to the desirability 
of these reductions in view of the Russian pos- 
session of the H-bomb. But neither did he say 
that he might not be asking new revenues for 
defense next year. , 

These words tn the midst of the party rally 
address may be the first sign that President 
Eisenhower is beginning to realize that a bal- 
anced budget, however desirable one may be, 
cannot be his Administration’s first goal. These 
words may foretell the beginning of a recanvass 
of the whole problem of national security,’ in- 
cluding the Air Force cuts, which both military 
and civilian defense experts have criticized as 
endangering the country’s very existence. 


This part of the President’s addréss would 
have been even more impressive had he not 
elsewhere in it, for example, taken credit for 
his party in the token one-year extension of 
reciprocal trade and for “blueprinting” the 
enlargement of social security. It will be soon 
enough to list these as Administration achieve- 
ments when and if reciprocal trade is enlarged 
next year and extended for three or four years 
and social security extension is transferred from 
blueprints (which still have not been made pub- 
lic) to the lawbooks. Until then the less credit- 
claiming in such fields the better. 


But on allout protection of 160,000,000 United 
States citizens, the President spoke without res- 
ervation and impressively. This first address of 
his autumn speaking schedule suggests that the 
country soon can expect to hear from him in 
detail on the subject of national defense con- 
cerning which so many citizens have begun to 
hold the most serious of doubts.

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A Puzzled Professor 


Dr. German Arciniegas, a Columbia Univer- 
sity visiting professor of Spanish-American lit- 
erature, is undoubtedly one of the most puzzled 
professors in the United States right how. His 
puzzle is why immigration authorities seized him 
at New York's Idlewild airport on his return 
from France and held him overnight at Ellis 
Island, 

When Dr. Arciniegas was first detained, it 
was said that he had belonged to some commit- 
tee which had criticized Senator McCarthy. But 
the Immigration Service never really told him 
why he was detained. It asked him, said Dr. 
Arciniegas, one question: Had he been critical 
of relations between the United States and some 


Latin American countries? He said Yes. There- - 


upon they let him go. 

Criticism of our relations with Latin America 
is hardly grounds for holding a man on Ellis 
Island. President Eisenhower, in the campaign, 
was one of the strongest critics of our Latin 
American policy. It is unlikely that Dr. Arcinie- 
gas will consider it unpatriotic, or whatever, to 
do what the President did. Still, he is undoubt- 
edly baffled by the high-handed action of the 
Immigration Service, and who would not be? 
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Australia’s Claim to the Shelf 


Australia’s announced intention of assert- 
ing sovereignty over its continental shelf sug- 
gests the growing importance of the continental 
shelf areas in international diplomacy. Similar 
assertions of sovereignty had already been made 
by the United States, Mexico, Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, Costa Rica, Argentina, Peru, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Iran, and the Republic of Korea, among 
others. 

These are areas of potential tensions among 
nations because the fisheries there mean suste- 
nance and income to many people in many coun- 
tries. Half the United States’ fisheries are in 
waters over the continental shelves of other 
countries, After considerable unpleasantness 
a shrimping agreement was signed with Mexico 
by the United States recently. Japanese fish- 
ing is being affected by restrictions which both 
Korea and Australia are imposing in their con- 
tinental shelf waters. 

It is for good reasons, therefore, that a U.N. 


commission on international law has drafted 
articles covering the waters of the continental 
shelf. A reasonable code of regulations, gen- 
erally agreed-to, is a condition to peaceful ac- 
cess to the seas. The United States, in treating 
with this delicate area of diplomacy, commerce 
—and peace—should not be hobbled by con- 
flicting claims of its constituent states to sov- 
ereign powers over portions of the continental 
shelf. That is a reason why the suits which 
Arkansas and other states have brought to settle 
the offshore-oil issue should be decided as soon 
as possible. 
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Criticism and Applause 

Opening addresses to the AFL convention 
here were remarkable both for their forthright- 
ness and their reception, 

As an example, Aloys P. Kaufmann, former 
Mayor soon to be head of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, said in the middle of his talk 
that the Chamber will werk for co-operation 
between management and labor. The AFL dele- 
gates cheered him. Welcoming speeches do not 
always bring applause—nor speeches by Cham- 
ber of Commerce spokesmen to trade union 
delegates. 

But AFL President George Meany’s address 
was the main one of the day and it was note- 
worthy for its political criticism and _ self- 
criticism. 

Mr. Meany attacked the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s record on several points, especially 
public housing. He asked why the wealthy 
United States could not accomplish as much 
for decent shelter as little Sweden, and he 
asked why Washington is doing so little now. 
While this might sound like special pleading, 
the fact is that most AFL members would not 
qualify for low-cost public housing. Mr. Meany’s 
appeal was chiefly for other citizens. 

As for self-criticism, the AFL leader spoke 
bluntly of two of the AFL’s persistent problems 
—racketeering and jurisdictional disputes. 

By voting to oust the Longshoremen’s union, 
the AFL executive council has already gone 
farther than the Federation ever did before to 
attack racketeering. Jurisdictional disputes still 
await a real answer from inside labor. They are 
as menacing to the public welfare as they are 
to unions themselves. 


In its seventy-second convention, the AFL is 
showing a healthy ability to inspect itself which 
speaks for maturity and self-reliance. To George 
Meany’s brief presidency goes a good share of 
the credit.

Two Kinds of Free 


The Federal Trade Commission’s reversal of 
its ruling to permit the advertising of bonus 
merchandise as “free” reflects an understand- 
able dilemma on this point. In one sense the 
piece of merchandise that represents the bonus 
is free—no charge is made for it. In another 
sense it is not free—for the purchaser cannot 
keep it unless he pays for the goods on which 
it is the bonus. The important thing is that the 
purchaser should not be deceived. 


In its new ruling on the device, which has 
been used extensively by book clubs among oth- 
ers, the FTC has set up two barriers to deceiv- 
ing the customer. All conditions for getting and 
keeping the “free’’ merchandise must be clearly 
set out so as to leave ‘“‘no reasonable chance” of 
misunderstanding. If the price, quantity, quality 
or size of the merchandise on which the bonus 
is offered has been altered because of the bonus, 
the bonus cannot be called “free.” 

In theory, these seem reasonable safeguards. 
If in practice they work out so that the pur- 
chaser knows what kind of “free” he is getting, 
FTC's responsibility will have been discharged.

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Unsolved Farm Problem 


A slip was showing when a panel of Demo- 
crats at their Chicago meeting joined in a 


- rousing denunciation of the Republican farm 


policy. All of a sudden the denunciation had 
to be laid aside while the Democrats fell to 
quarreling among themselves over flexible vs. 
rigid price supports, It was with difficulty that 
their own dispute was patched up long enough 
to permit a return to the attack on the G.O.P. 

Former Secretary of Agriculture Anderson is 
for flexible price supports, and Former Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Brannan for rigid ones. The 
controversy points up the unsolved problem of 
farm policy which will plague any attempt by 
either political party to write a new agricultural 
law. 

The trouble with rigid price supports is that 
they mey encourage uneconomic production of 
surplus crops at the expense of both taxpayer 
and consumer. 

The trouble with flexible price supports, 
which are supposed to decline as surpluses in- 
crease, is that they may contribute to a down- 
ward spiral of farm income instead of stabiliz- 
ing it. If in a period of deflation the farmer re- 
ceives a constantly smaller percentage of a 
constantly smaller “parity,” price supports may 
turn out to offer little real protection of farm 
income when protection is most needed. 


A solution of this difficult problem is made 
no easier by the political pressures which in- 
evitably arise in the field of farm policy. The 
present farm law, for example, calls for flex- 
ible price supports, but Congress has post- 
poned execution of thag clause once and will 
be under great pressure to do so again next 
year. Even Secretary Benson, who is in favor 
of flexible supports generally, put a high and 
rigid floor under butter when faced with a 
specific decision. 
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Nice Landing at Kimpo 

The Communist MIG fighter delivered into 
Allied hands in Korea for $100,000 raises the 
question of whether the Allies get it for keeps 
or, as the used car dealers say, for inspection. 

This sum was offered to the first enemy pilot 
delivering the first MIG while the Korean war 
was hot. The war is now cool and truce-like, 
hence the MIG may have to be returned. While 
the Pentagon worries this one out, however, 
Allied officers are getting a good look at the 
plane, and the North Korean pilot who surren- 
dered it has been promised more than a good 
look at $100,000. All hands south of the Thirty- 


eighth parallel ought to be satisfied: with that 


arrangement. 

It turns out, however, that the hundred-grand 
was not exactly what the pilot wanted anyway. 
The first thing he did on landing was to tear 
up the picture of a girl. Then he cursed Com- 
munism. Then he said he wanted an education 
most of all. Hence his motives were not en- 
tirely capitalistic, but were mixed with love and 
politics. 


This ig an unbeatable combination for psy- 


chological warfare and, like the MIG, ought to 


be flight-tested for speed, range and durability.

The Lingering Death of Point IV 


The Mirror -

Eisenhower Administration ordained “creeping liquidation” for 
Point IV assistance, editorial says; this has been one of our most 
respected, useful programs abroad; idea that private agencies 
can do it is silly; cut needs better explanation than that.

If handsome is as handsome does, 
the Eisenhower Administration, while 
mouthing obscure words more or less 
to the contrary, has ordained a creep- 
ing death for one of the soundest bi- 
partisan foreign policies ever originated 
by the United States. 

The Point Four program was de- 
signed to help undeveloped countries 
raise their living standards, combat 
Communism, and increase our avail- 
able supplies of vitally needed raw 
materials. Partial 
paralysis was de- 
creed last April. It 
was then that Sec- 
retary of State John 
Foster Dulles an- 
nounced conviction 
that most of the 
Point Four pro- 
gram can be and 
should be replaced 
with programs de- 
veloped by private 
companies and 
foundations. 

It mattered little, 
in the light of sub- 
sequent events, that 
President Eisenhower on the same day 
was assuring the Pan-American Union 
and the world that the people and the 
Government of the United States have 
“‘a readiness, rarely matched in history, 
to help other nations improve their liv- 
ing standards and guard their security.” 


Haro!d Stassen 


Congress Joins Mr. Dulles 


The Eighty-third Congress accepted 
Mr. Dulles’s conviction rather than the 
President’s implicit promise. It cut last 
year’s modest Point Four appropriation 
by more than 25 per cent, from nearly 
157 millions—less than the cost of a 
battleship—to barely 117 millions. 


This means an immediate reduction in 
the number of projects and in the per- 
sonnel-strength of the program, which 
last year had 1500 topflight American 
technicians serving in 35 countries—by 
invitation—to teach and to demonstrate 
practical aspects of “the American way” 
useful to those countries. 

Each of these countries, not at all 
incidentally, got these ‘missionaries of 
progress” ohly upon request, only upon 
a matching or more-than-matching of 
funds which enabled it to send its own 
technicians to the United States for 
further schooling, and only upon a 
finding that the work to be done—in 
forestry, livestock improvement, land 
reclamation, mining, irrigation, health 
and sanitation, or child welfare—was 
not being duplicated by any private 
group or by any agency of the U.N. 


The New Stassen ‘Plan’ 


Now Harold Stassen, the man ap- 
pointed to preside over the creeping 
liquidation ordained for the program, 
has swung into action as ordered. Be- 
hind doors foolishly closed to press and 
public, he outlined to representatives 
of some 20 philanthropic organizations 
his allegedly “new” plan, namely: Cut 
back the Government’s program by 
turning it over increasingly to private 
American so that it becomes, 
as one of aides put it, “a people-to- 
people rather than a government-to-gov- 
ernment operation.” 


Mr. Stassen may have been naive at 
times in his presidential aspirations, 
but he cannot be naive enough now, 
after long months as foreign-aid chief, 
to believe that the Point Four program 
can be operated effectively or even 
half-way effectively on the ‘“non-gov- 
ernment basis” he parrots for Mr. 
Dulles. 


For one thing, while a continuing pro- 
gram costing hundreds of millions is 
but a minor item to the richest gov- 
ernment in the world, it would break 
the financial backs of even the wealthi- 
est private foundations such as Ford 


and Rockefeller—and any combination 
of them. And which of them could or 
would foot the bill for sending abroad 
hundreds of technicians and scholars 
from the University of Kentucky and 
Indiana University and all the land- 
grant colleges (so dear to the heart 
of Mr. Stassen’s non-governmental 
scheme)? 


For another thing, the basic secret 
of Point Four success to date and of 
its increasing acceptance abroad has 
been something that no private agency 
can guarantee—the absolute lack of all 
political, commercial, or religious 
“strings,” or the foreign fear thereof. 


Worth More Than It Costs 


Unwarranted it may be; 
Rockefeller program .in the Middle 
East, no Ford-financed program in Latin 
America or Asia can escape the crip- 
pling native suspicion that there are 
oil-and-motor axes to be feared. And 
political interference to be feared. And 
what Moslem or Hindu or Buddhist or 
Catholic country would welcome a Point 
Four arrangement between its govern- 
ment and the private but purposeful 
representatives of the various American 
religious denominations? 


Places there are for all these private 
agencies abroad, and places there will 
continue to be. But singly or collec- 
tively they cannot hope to compete 
with the Government’s unique qualifi- 
cations for continuing Point Four on an 
effective plane. 

Even more to the point is the fact 
that Point Four is a foreign-policy bar- 
gain worth more than it costs us, and 
as such an invaluable possession of the 
Government of the United States, which 
to us at home and to the world abroad 
means the people of the United States 
and not just some of their charitable 
or benevolent components. 


Dying Through Sheer Love 


Neither a charity nor a give-away, 
Point Four now, as a bipartisan touch- 
stone of foreign policy, is helping to 
achieve the stable world conditions 
needed to protect our own peace and 
prosperity, to build up foreign markets 
for our exports, and to give us, as.a na- 
tion already consuming 10 per cent 
more than we produce, vitally needed 
new sources of raw materials. 

Why throw all this away, or sick 
creeping death upon it while warmly 
praising its great accomplishments to 
date? Because, perhaps, a man named 
Truman started it all? Whatever the 


reason, Messrs. Dulles and Stassen, if. 


not President Eisenhower, owe a better 
explanation, and a far franker one, 
than any they have yet given the 
nation. 

They love it so dearly, it seems, that 
they must let it die, but slowly, and not 
excitingly, because, as Mr. Dulles put 
it so aptly last April, “the abrupt shock 
of a total change might have serious 
political repercussions.” Those reper- 
cussions could be right at home, Mr. 
Dulles, and not just ‘way over in 

anistan,

Between Book Ends 


When Any Disease Was Dire 


EPIDEMICS IN COLONIAL AMERICA, by Jehan 
rag (Louisiana State University Press, 274 pgs., 


In colonial America, catching a dis- 
ease could be a dire occurrence. If 
the victim didn’t die of the disease, he 
was very likely to die of the treatment. 
Doctors usually were barbers who prac- 
ticed crude medicine and surgery as a 
sideline; sometimes they were preach- 
ers who looked after physical as well 
as spiritual ailments. 

Medical therapy of the eighteenth 
century followed a fairly uniform se- 
quence of bleeding, vomiting, purging, 
sweating and dosing with anodynes. 
The most-used drugs, applied more or 
less indiscriminately, were calomel, 
mercury, opium, ipecac, rattlesnake root 
and Jesuit’s bark (cinchona). 

When smallpox, diphtheria, yellow 
fever or malaria took hold in a com- 
munity, results were appalling. Whole 
families sometimes 
were wiped out. 
Within a few weeks 
the ravages of virus 
and infection often 
swept away chil- 
dren by the score 
However, the colo- 
nists’ high birth 
rate and a gradual 
overcoming of con- 
tagious disease 
kept sickness from 
depleting the pop- 
ulation. 

These and other 
interesting items 
are contained in 
Mr. Duffy's conscientious and fully 
documented survey, which is based on 
research in official records, correspond- 
ence, diaries and newspapers. As nearly 
as possible, he determined the number 
of casualties and effects of outbreaks 
of contagion on social and economic 
life of the colonies. 


Smallpox, he finds, was a major 
problem and seems to have been the 
most alarming of colonial contagions, 
but the less violent and more chronic 
malaria, dysentery and respiratory mal- 
adies took the more severe economic 
toll. Yellow fever epidemics were the 
most quickly fatal. 


In the early seventeenth century, 
smallpox often was confused = with 
Syphilis, known in England as the 
“large pox.” It became epidemic in 
the West Indies within 15 years after 
Columbus made his first voyage; i! 
spread into Mexico and Central Amer 
ica, killing some 3,000,000 natives, and 
appeared in North America with the 
first white settlements. 


The colonists practiced a rough and 
ready inoculation called variolation— 
——they scratched the skin and rubbed 
in a dab of pus from a smallpox vic 
tim. The resultant infection usual!) 
was mild and provided immunity. 

Smallpox also figured in a colonia! 

form of germ warfare, when settlers 
gave Indians blankets direct from the 
sickbeds. But epidemics that repeated 
ly attacked Indian tribes through acci- 
dental contact were bad enough. 
, From an economic standpoint the 
destruction caused by smallpox amoné 
the Indians more than compensated for 
any damages done to ‘the colonists.’ 
Duffy observes with chilling candor 
“The elimination of certain tribes and 
the decimation of many others great!) 
facilitated colonial expansion. Indi: 
rectly, smallpox saved both lives an 
property which would otherwise hav« 
been expended in warfare with the 
Indians.” :

J. M. Chambers, assistant ad- 
ministrator of the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration, added 
in a speech to the AFL conven- 
tion, ‘Russia has all the bomb- 
ers she needs, and probably 
would be able to attack this 
country and return to Russia. 

“The defense of this continent 
is in extremely poor shape. We 
do not have a proper warning 
system for invading planes.” 

President George Meany in- 
troduced Chambers as “a dis- 
tinguished former Marine, a 
holder of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor.” 

“The military establishments 
and the civilians of this country 
must so improve their readiness 
that we will at least have a 
fighting chance to_ survive,” 
Chambers said. “As President 
Eisenhower said last night; no 


sacrifice is too great, and labor 
has a definite responsibility.” 
He said there is “indisputable 
evidence” that the need for ade- 
quate home front preparedness 


did, “and will for a long time.” 
With recent announcement that 
Russia has the hydrogen bomb, 
he added, “the problem is tre- 
'mendously magnified.” 

“Our skilled workers repre- 
sent a precious commodity,” 
Chambers said, “Skilled workers 
cannot be replaced overnight. 
This adds up to this truth: Our 
skilled workers must be pro- 
tected. And this leads straight 
to civil defense.”

Chicago's Blueprint 
For Good Programs 
By John Crosby 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22. 
HICAGO is the place that gave birth to 

soap opera, to Amos ’n’ Andy, to Fibber Mc- 

Gee and Molly, to Vic and Sade, to Stoop- 
nagle and Bud—to name just a few. Then soap 
opera moved to New 
York, Amos ‘n’ Andy 
and Fibber to the 
West. Coast. Others 
passed into oblivion, 
Chicago, which may 
have contributed 
more to radio than 
any other city, is a 
ghost town as far as 
radio origination 
goes.

THEN WHAT HAPPENED? “Kukla, Fran 
and Ollie” has been cut down to half an hour 
and is without a sponsor. ‘‘Garroway-At-Large” 
disappeared and Garroway went to New York.

Bob Banner 
is directing “Omnibus” out of New York. Nor- 
man Felton is directing for Robert Montgom- 
ery—Dan Petrie, who directed “Revlon Thea- 
ter” will be doing the Ford Foundation Show 
“Excursion,” and Bill Hobin “Your Show of 
Shows” this fall—all from New York.

AND THERE’S LOTS MORE of it here that 
doesn’t get out of Chicago. The so-called Chi- 
cago school of television is not quite so spec- 
tacular as it was when Garroway was here but 
there is a Chicago school which at the moment 
is perhaps best typified by “Ding Dong School” 
or “Zoo Parade.” Both shows are simple, hon- 
est and real. Both are conducted by what they 
like to call “authentics” out here. 


“Authentics’ are people who really know 
their business, whether they know anything 
about show business or not, Dr. Frances Hor- 
wich, who is Miss Frances on “Ding Dong 
School,” frankly horrified the program people 
at WMAQ with her frighteningly slow pace. 
“You know your business, I know mine,” Miss 
Horwich told them primly. The slow speech 
and the turtlelike movements were needed by 
very small children, if they were to absorb 
what she was doing and saying. It’s exasperat- 
ing to adults but the youngsters eat it up.

CHICAGO TELEVISION is stuffed with “How 
To Do It” shows and all of them are run by 
“authentics.” “If you want to teach carpentry,” 
says Jules Herbuveaux, assistant general man- 
ager of NBC’s WMAQ, “you don’t get Eddie 
Cantor. You get a carpenter.” So they got 
one—Walt Durbham, who has been a manual 
training instructor for 35 years. On “Walt’s 
Workshop,’ Durbham, a pipe-smoking genius 
with saw and hammer, teaches thousands of 
Chicagoans how to fix screens, build playpens, 
lay floors. 


If you don’t like to hammer nails but have 
a garden, there is a program called “How Does 
My Garden Grow?” conducted by John Ott 
who did much of the stop-motion photography 
for Walt Disney’s great motion picture short, 
“Nature’s Half Acre.” Ott once had a TV show 
which emphasized the novelty of his nature 
photography. It flopped. Then WMAQ put 
him on and told him to cut out the trick stuff 
and just teach people how to grow things. It’s 
been a great success, conceivably because it 
follows the Chicago formula—make it simple— 
make it honest—make it real. 
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THE AVOIDANCE OF PHONINESS is 
taken to great lengths. WMAQ, for example, 
has a program called “Jet Pilot” which explores 
all sorts of aspects of aviation in this air age. 
For this program they hired a real jet pilot 
and, straight off, he was told—‘Stay out of the 
twenty-first century. This one’s good enough 
for us.” 

This jet pilot happens to be a real good-look- 
ing guy but, in general, Chicago television 
avoids glamour and is almost horrified by it. 
There aren't any Marilyn Monroes out here. 
Most of the girls on TV look like somebody’s 
kid sister or maybe your mother. Similarly, 
the sort of socko comedy exemplified by Milton 
Berle or socko drama such as “Suspense” is 
totally missing here. It’s not only that they 
can’t do things that way—Chicagoans wouldn't 
dream of doing them that way. 

“It’s a form of snobbery,” one man confessed 
to me. “We don’t mind a New York comic doing 
pratfalls. We just can’t imagine ourselves be- 


having that way.”

EOPLE who try too hard to win popularity usually suc- 

ceed only in becoming conspicuous and unpopular. The 

Same applies to children, only in most cases it is the 
parent who overdoes ft and damages the child’s standing 
with his or her playmates. 

If a child does not seem to be extremely popular at 
school or in the neighborhood, there is nothing to worry 
about and certainly parental intervention is not called for. 
Among those parents most likely to adopt the wrong meas- 
ures are those who harbor a resentful hangover from their 
own childhood when something, perhaps an inferiority com- 
plex, kept them “out of things.”

MRS. A. MAY BE in this category. “In my own child- 
hood I always felt left out of things,” she informs me, 
“and I made up my mind that my own child would never 
be allowed to suffer from that feeling of inferiority. We 
have given her piano and dancing lessons and give many 
little parties for her. Her playmates seem to have a good 
time at them, but they don’t always invite her when it 
comes their turn to give parties, and I’m afraid that she 
is going to suffer unless I can find ways to increase her 
popularity.”

Vacations With Murder on Their Minds 


Crime Course Was Enlightening Busman's Holiday for Circuit Attorney Dowd, 9 Assistants

F all the busmen’s holidays 
QO taken this summer, no doubt 

the most unusual were those 
spent by Circuit Attorney Ed- 
ward L. Dowd and nine of his 
assistants. They vacationed with 
murder on their minds. 

Murder, that is, and a colorful 
list of other peccadilloes which 
the St. Louisans heard discussed 
with unusual realism at refresh- 
er courses sponsored in Chicago 
and New York by the National 
Association of Prosecuting At- 
torneys. The city paid each 
man’s $75 tuition, but the prose- 
cutors paid all other expenses 
out of their own pockets and 
nearly all of them went on their 
vacation time. 

Figuring that a course on 
crime would lave to be pretty 
good to warrant such sacrifice, 
we dropped in on Dowd to sub- 
ject him to a little cross-examin- 
ation. Dowd is a boyish-looking 
35-year old ex-FBI man and we 
found him virtually drowned in 
notes he had taken in “class” 
and bristling with new ideas on 
how to make St. Louis more un- 
comfortable for citizens with 
monkey business on their minds. 

Dowd had taken the New York 
course and he was more than 
mildly enthusiastic about his pro- 
fessors, including such gang- 
busters as _ District Attorney 
Frank Hogan of Manhattan, Dis- 
trict Attorney Miles McDonald 
of Brooklyn and Leland F. 
Boardman, the FBI’s New York 
chief, 

We had barely asked Dowd 
what's hot in homicide circles 
when he informed us that a 
great many murders go unde- 
tected all the time, in St. Louis 
and elsewhere, because of in- 
complete medical examinations 
of the scene of the crime and 
of the body of the victim. 

A medical examiner, Dowd’s 
instructors had explained, should 
never delay the investigation of 
a possible homicide until the 
body is brought to the morgue 
for an autopsy. The medieal man 
should go to the scene. He should 
view the position of the body. He 
should note the surroundings, 
including places where the body 
might have struck while falling. 
He should view the body before 
it has been moved or cleaned 
up and record such details as 
the entry of bullets before the 
victim’s clothes are removed. 

Dowd has always considered 
the police phrases “apparent 
heart attack,” “apparent acci- 
dent” and “apparent suicide” to 
be considerably overworked. 
With speedy medical sleuthing, 
he believes, quite a few of these 
verdicts might be changed to 
read “homicide.” 

Furthermore, a doctor makes 
a much better. witness when he 
can reason out his findings be- 
fore a jury on the basis of 
what he saw at the scene of the 
crime. 

There are other reasons why a 
doctor should be quickly on the 
spot: gun imprints from point- 
blank gunshot wounds occasion- 
ally can be found on a person 
who has committed suicide, but 
by the time a body is delivered 
to the morgue the imprint may 
have faded. And samples of wet 
blood are far more valuable 
than samples of dry blood: the 
moist samples can be broken 
down for identification into far 
smaller sub-classifications.

OWD thinks highly of the 

medical examiners attached 

to the iocal coroner’s office, 
but the unfortunate fact is that 
they almost never go to the 
scene of crimes of violence. 
Dewd now hopes to persuade 
them to get in on the often cru- 
cial first steps of homicide in- 
vestigations. 

He considers this particularly 
desirable since human beings 
tend to be fairly durable and 
sometimes get themselves mur- 
dered in a confusing manner. 
One of Dowd’s instructors, for 
instance, mentioned the case of 
a man who dropped dead on the 
street. The cause of death was 
listed as. “heart attack” until 
medical examination revealed a 
part of a knife embedded in his 
brain. Obviously, the scene of 
the crime and death were not 
the same. This complicates mat- 
ters. 

Something else to watch out 
for, the New York experts said, 
were the relatively frequent 
cases of men who are struck, 
collapse and die. Many assail- 
ants in such cases are charged 
with murder although they’re 
not guilty of that crime. Actu- 
ally, the victims may have suf- 
fered from advanced cases of 
heart disease and their illness 
was the determining cause of 
death with the blow that felled 
them constituting only a rela- 
tively minor contributory ele- 
ment.

Another important lesson 
learned by Dowd concerns se- 
crecy in delicate investigations. 

“No long ago I had six to 
eight special investigators work- 
ing on a bombing inquiry,” he 
said. “I called them all in and 
we discussed all aspects of the 
case so all would know what 
the others were doing. I thought 
we'd get more intelligent results 
that way. 

“But District Attorney Hogan 
says his investigators all operate 
independently. It makes for 
maximum secrecy and fewer 
leaks. Each investigator reports 
to a central supervisor. Hogan 
considers it preferable if the 
investigators don’t even know 
each other. He won't let them 
compare notes, either. 

“This will be worth trying 
here.” 

Then, work on many major 
crimes has usually ceased in 
St. Louis toward 5 p.m. when the 
circuit attorney's office closes. 
In New York, the prosecutor's 
office is open 24 hours a day 
and on homicides, for instance, 
an assistant goes to the scene 
of the crime immediately to take 
fresh statements from witnesses. 
The same applies to him as it 
does to the medical examiners: 
the sooner the sleuthing starts, 
the better its chance of success. 

Dowd has taken this moral 
to heart, too. Soon, he said, 
he will have one assistant desig- 
nated to be on call to go out at 
night on major cases. Each as- 
sistant probably will get a two- 
week tour of such stand-by duty, 
on a rotating basis. 


The New York course took 
a week of daily sessions, always 
lasting from 9 a.m. to 9:30 p.m. 
with professional discussions 
thrown in for lunch. Dowd 
plans on a series of staff meet- 
ings at which his men will di- 
gest all the information, includ- 
ing a mimeographed version of 
Dowd's own voluminous notes. 

One ever-fascinating subject 
which the prosecutors surely 
will bat around is the problem 
of how to select a jury. Dowd 
heard a panel of experts discuss 
it in New York. 

“What basis do you use to 
strike ‘A’ off a jury and leave 
‘B’ on”? Dowd asked us. 

We said we hadn’t any idea. 

“The experts told us that cit- 
izens of German extraction tend 
to make the best jurors from 
the prosecution's point of view. 
They seem to have maximum 
respect for the law and they’re 
the most impartial about en- 
forcing it. 

“Now the Irish,” continued 
Dowd, who is of Irish descent 


himself, “generally are inclined 
to let emotion rather than evi- 
dence govern them. If they hap- 
pen to take a liking toward a 
defendant, they might vote ‘not 
guilty’ without much other evi- 
dence.” 

Dowd said his own experi- 
ence in St. Louis jibes with that 
of the experts back east. When 
he can’t get persons of German 
descent on a jury, he prefers 
other taxpayers from south St. 
Louis. They’re most apt to be 
order-loving and enforcement- 
minded property owners.

OMEN jurors tend to be 
W sympatnetic toward young 

defendants, the experts ad- 
vised. Their mother complex is 
a factor in such cases. Dowd 
agrees, although he once had 
four women jurors on a panel 
that sent a 19-year-old culprit to 
the gas chamber. 


Narcotics, Dowd learned, is 
getting to be a very big busi- 
ness indeed. Expert lecturers 
estimated that it takes from $70 
to $300 a week to keep an ad- 
dict in dope and many naturally 
resort to crime to acquire that 
kind of money. 

Since dope has moved into 
the realm of reasonably high 
finance, dope peddlers need to 
keep mighty mum not only to 
guard against police but also 
against stickup men. There are 
stickup men, Dowd was in- 
formed, who specialize in hold- 
ing up dope peddlers, knowing 
that the peddlers can’t run to 
the cops and complain that they 
were robbed. 

Two other late items on nar- 
cotics: 

Most retail purchases nowa- 
days seem to be made at busy 
downtown locations. The buyer 
and the seller simply shake 


hands and the dope and the | 


money are exchanged in the 
handshake. And there is not 
likely to develop a shortage of 
dope peddlers: as things stand 
in most areas, prison terms for 
the peddlers are so short that 
those going into penitentiaries 
are promptly replaced by those 
coming out. 

Not all advice given to Dowd 
and his lieutenants concerned 
itself with criminals. Some of it 
dealt with the prosecutors them- 
selves. They should keep fit dur- 
ing trials, the experts warned. 
They should sleep and eat regu- 
larly and try to get some exer- 
cise. A swim a day during a long 
trial was recommended by one 
top prosecutor—anything to keep 
from becoming exhausted by the 
time a case goes into the often 
clinching final arguments. 

Psychiatry has become an im- 
portant tool in modern prosecu- 
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tion, the St. Louisans heard. The 
trouble is that some crooks have 
embraced it, too. 

The New York district at- 
torney’s office has a full-time 
psychiatrist who examines all 
suspects who might offer a de- 
fense of insanity. They are wise 
to culprits who act out a set of 
symptoms learned a _ medical 
book. 

Dowd once prosecuted such a 
faker himself and remembers 
the experience with some relish. 

“You've got to be careful of 
a classic set of symptoms where 
everything fits just too well,” he 
said. 


The New York experts realized 
that not every city can afford 
full-time psychiatric services and 
they suggested that the prosecu- 
tors, when faced with a plea of 
insanity, become as expert as 
possible on psychiatry through 
heavy reading. 

The FBl representative re- 
minded Dowd and his colleagues 
of technical services that are 
available from the federal agen- 
cy. For example, he showed 
pictures of a box of ashes. The 
ashes represented burned ma- 
terial which had been written 
upon. The FBI man showed how 
the ashes were placed between 
photographic plates and gave off 
ink fumes in such a pattern that 
the writing could be deciphered. 


“Normally we might not look 
at anything like that arouhd here 
except to say, ‘Too bad ‘it’s de- 
stroyed,’ ” said Dowd. 

Another subject on which 
Dowd is having some worried 
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second thoughts is the matter of 
wire-tapping. The Missouri leg- 
islature has indicated that it 
doesn't like it, but Dowd was 
impressed by the work that wire- 
tapping has accomplished in New 
York, where the law permits it 
upon issuance of a court order. 

Wire-tapping, he discovered, 
was the most potent. single 
weapon which caught Harry 
Gross, the fabulous Brooklyn 
bookie With a $20,000,000-a-year 
business and a $1,000,000-a-year 
police payroll for graft, Gross 
now is serving a 12-year sen- 
tence and many high police of- 
ficials were indicted as a re- 
sult of the inquiry into his ac- 
tivities. Wire-tapping helped all 


along, 
() a tipped off a tip-off. A 
big raid was set. A police ac- 
complice of the raiders got wind 
of it and tipped off the gamblers 
about the time of the raid. The 
wire-tap revealed the phone call. 
The time of the raid was 
changed. It was a success, 
Another mild sore spet with 
Dowd is the newly acquired 
knowledge that the state of 
New York grants complete im- 
munity, at the discretion of the 
prosecutor, to certain partici- 
pants of crimes who become im- 
portant witnesses for the state. 
Dowd knows how important 
this can be. Supposing the po- 
lice have rounded up a gang of 
suspects. They appear to be 
guilty, but no one can prove it. 
Then perhaps one or two, under 
questioning, offer to squeal on 
the others on the condition that 
they'll go free themselves. It 
may be a question of putting 
away half a dozen crooks and 
letting two go free or not put- 
ting away anybody at all. 
Jurors dislike accomplices who 
testify against ex-colleagues, but 
Dowd knows that the guarantee 
of immunity can be an impor- 
tant weapon. He does not, how- 
ever, contemplate asking for new * 
legislation along this line.

Despite the power evidenced 
by South's singlehanded bidding, 
West had reason to feel that the 
five-club contract should be de- 
feated. The singleton in East’s 
suit, the four trumps (however 
low), and West's spade holding 
all added up to a sound double. 
What's more, it is safe to say 
very few players in South’s pos- 
tion would brng home the five- 
club contract. This particular 
South, however, was a past-mas- 
ter, and he operated as follows: 

West’s lead was the heart 
four. East won. and continued 
the suit. South ruffed high, and 
West discarded the eight of 
spades. 


Now declarer cashed one high 
trump, then cashed the ace and 
king of diamonds. With the A-J 
of spades marked in West's 
hand, declarer saw that his only 
chance for success was to eX 
tract West’s diamonds, thus rob- 
bing him of exit cards. 

After unblocking the A-K of 
diamonds, South led to the club 
jack and ruffed a diamond— 
the key play—then drew the 
rest of West’s trumps. Now the 
stage was set. South laid down 
the spade king from his own 
hand—and West was fixed. It 
would do him no good, of 
course, to refuse the trick, since 
South then would lead a spade 
toward dummy’s queen; and 
when West actually took the 
king with the ace, he was in no 
better position. His forced spade

For Miss Stinson is presi- 
dent of the Society of Women 
Engineers, a nation-wide or- 
ganization of women who will 
fight at the drop of a monkey 
wrench any idea that girls 
can’t be as good engineers as 
men. 

“Better in some jobs,” 
Stinson said firmly. 

The society has around 400 
members, and this year it’s 
trying to encourage girls to 
enter such professions as elec- 
trical, mechanical or civil en- 
gineering.

MISS STINSON thinks 
there there are two reasons 
why so many girls never even 
think of engineering as a pos- 
sible career. 

‘To many, she thinks, an en- 
gineer is a tough guy wearing 
boots, bossing a construction 
job. Yet many an engineering 
position calls for a steady diet 
of desk work, at which, Miss 


Stinson feels, a girl may 
shine, 
Secondly, she feels too 


many people are convinced an 
engineer has to be a mathe- 
matical genius. Miss S. thinks 
that angle is overstressed.
